Holland and Switzerland afforJod a re
fuge to those authors who for political reason
had cause to fear the laws of their own coni.ry,
and when tbe stormy days of the Kevol n'ou
were over tbe press found itself in possemioo of
unfettered liberty, which, however, was some-
what curtailed under the Consulate, and still
further abridged under the Empire. The dis-

tinction between journals and pamphlets, and
works of greater extent, was first made after
the Restoration, and although the Republic
removed every restriction, under the second
Empire a decree was issued which put the press
under a regime which it had not known for
some considerable time, and which, according
to late official announcements, it is expected
will l2 considerably modified. ,

THE IMPERIAL PRINTING OFFICE.

It was under Francis I that a royal printer of
Greek was first appointed in the person of Con
rad Neobas, who was succeeded by Robert Esti-
enne. In those times there was, however, no
royal press, and the abjve-mentione- d printers
executed their work with their own type in
their own workshops. Louis illl caused an
atelier for printing to be set up in the
Louvre, under tbe name of L'Imprlmcrie
Kovale, and the new establishment was greatly
improved under Loula XIV, and a type
foundry was added to it by Loiila XV.
Tbe name has been changed several times.
According to the will ol cxlatlug governments,
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it has been "National" or "Republican. " The
quartPis in tbe Louvre were given up for the
Hotel de Penthierrp, tenanted at the present
time by the Bunk of France, and the establish-
ment, which, sincel852, has become "Imperial,"
now occupies the Palais Cardinal, in the princi
pal court 01 wnicn is a statue ot uuttenocrg, by
David d'Ang ers. It undertakes to print official
documents, and to give assistance when autho-
rized to do so, in the production of works of
private individuals. It possesses an admirable
selection ot type for oriental characters. The
"Palais l animal" was called at one time the
Palais de Strasbourg by the bishop of that place,
Gaston de Rohan, who built It. When the bishop
became "His Eminence" he changed the name,
and gave it that ol the Palais Cardinal, which
It baa retained ever since.
